No Extra Sugar 


Until January 


Because of the uncertainties de­ 
veloped w ith recent changes in 
the sugar rationing branch of 
OPA, the Southern California of­ 
fice today pointed out th at the 
next sugar ration stamp for con­

w ould become due on 
January 1.

No extra rations can b e ” ob 
tained betw een now and Jan. 1, 
OPA said. Stam p 51, as w ell as 
the canning stam ps 9 and 10, will 
expire at m idnight, Decem ber 31.

State Attacks

R ebuttal witnesses were ex ­ 
pected to take thestand today in 
the trial of Mrs. R uth H itchner 
on charges of m urdering her hus­ 
band.

Pinker said dust m arks on 
the floor gave no indication of 
the ham m er lying there and th at 
if the ham m er had been under 
the wounded man, there would 
have been fibers of his suit on 
the handle. He also said th at the 
watch which Mrs. H itchner said 
was hit by the ham m er in her 
husband’s hand before he was 
shot, only had the crystal broken 
and ran perfectly after winding. 
H itchner was fatally wounded 
on the night of Oct. 10 at his 
w ife’s home h er^ following a dis­ 
pute over remoVal of furniture 
from the house.

We are happy to announce that 
your Community hospital has 
been in operation for a period 
of approximately nine months 
and is now contributing trem en­ 
dously to the medical welfare of 
the Palm Springs district. This 
undertaking has been made pos­ 
sible by the generous donations 
of the subscribers and the untir­ 
ing 
efforts 
of 
the 
volunteer 
workers, which has been greatly 
appreciated by all concerned. 


YOUR BOARD feels that you, 
as a member of this association, 
should be kept fully advised con­ 
cerning the major activities of 
your hospital. Having this in 
mind, we will endeavor to bring 
you up to date on these activi­ 
ties. You will recall that for a 
number of years, Palm Springs 
was badly in need of a hospital 
and on March 27. 1944, your hos­ 
pital association was incorpor­ 
ated as a non-profit corporation, 
with 
the 
avowed purpose 
of 
setting up and maintaining a 
hospital were drawn up and a 
successful drive for funds took 
place. 
Approximately 
$200,000 
was subscribed; $150,000 of which 
was to be set aside as a building 
fund and $50,000 set aside for the 
purpose of purchasing equipment 
and to fake care of the necessary 
operating deficit for the first 
year. Of the $200,000 subscribed, 
$170,000 has actually been paid 
leaving a balance of $30,000 still 
owing. 
It soon became obvious, with 
the increased cost of construction 
that it would be impossible to 
build a suitable hospital with the 
$150,000 subscribed for that pur­ 
pose. Through the efforts of sev­ 
eral of our leading citizens, your 
association was able to get pos­ 
session of the east wing of the 
El Mirador hotel, which had been 
used for hospital purposes dur­ 
ing the war. They were also suc­ 
cessful in gaining possession of 
thousands of dollars worth of the 
most modern medical equipment 
and supplies from the U. S. Army 
Medical Corp. 
ON OR ABOUT the 21st day of 
October 
1946, your association 
signed a lease for these premises 
and equipment with the secretary 
of war for a period of five years 
at a rental of $1.00 per year. 
That since March 27, 1946, your 
hospital has been taking care of 
the following number of bed pa­ 
tients per month: March, 19; 
April, 46; May, 42; June, 32; July, 
41; August, 35; September, 55; 
October, 90; November, 87; which 
comprised 46 births, 184 emer­ 
gency and minor operations, 58 
major operations. In addition the 
hospital has taken 467 X-rays and 
828 laboratory tests. 


Your board has set up a med­ 
ical staff of 27 doctors; eleven of 
which are active members, six 
temporary members, and 10 cour­ 
tesy members. In addition to the 
above medical staff there are 40 
on the hospital staff which in­ 
clude 20 nurses, 2 technicians and 
18 non-professional employees. 


IN ORDER to set up this hos­ 
pital, as a working institution on 
the buildings occupied, and keep 
it operating during the summer 
months, it became necessary to 
spend approximately $17,000 for 
capital expenses and $19,000 for 
operating expenses, out of the 
funds subscribed, as of October 
31, 1946.

THE CELEBRATION at the lit­ 
tle church was in mem ory of Our 
Lady of G uadalupe observed on 


December 12, by all Catholics in 
Mexico. 
Following is th e historical back­ 
ground gathered and w ritten by 
Mrs. Helen W. H annon: 
On December 12 all faithful 
C hristians of M exico celebrate 
the Feast day of Our Xady of 
G uadalupe. For, on th at day in 
the year of 1531, ten years fol­ 
lowing the Conquest of Mexico 
by Cortez, the Blessed V irgin ap ­ 
peared to a hum ble convert to 
the Christian faith and on that 
hill near Mexico City was erected 
a national shrine in her honor. 


ON DECEMBER 9, 1531, a sim ­ 
ple peasant nam ed Juan Diego 
started out from- his house to 
w alk to m orning Mass at the 
Church of St. Jam es in Tlaltelol- 
co, a suburb of Mexico City. Juan 
Diego was a poor man but his 
heart was rich w ith the deep de­ 
votion he had in his new faith. 
He neared the hill of Tepeyac 
w here at once he began to hear 
the strains of heavenly m usic and

THE FRIGHTENED Juan fell 
reverently to the ground and beg­ 
ged our Lady to forgive him and 
prom ised th at tom orrow he would 
return to carry out her wishes. 
M ary consoled th e frightened 
Ju an and told him he should 
cease w orrying about his uncle 
w ho 
even now w as restored to 
health. 
She also said th at he 
should go again to the sum m it of 
the hill and there he would find 
flowers to gather and bring back 
to her.

To protect itself, the Milliped 
also resorts to th e same tactics 
of passive defense that the Sow- 
bug employs: th at of rolling up 
into a coil or ball, and depend­ 
ing upon the tough arm or of the 
body to d eter the enemy. How­ 
ever, the M illiped also has an ­ 
other trick up his ‘‘sleeve”. 
Ii 
molested, he will em it a very 
powerful malodorous dark-color­ 
ed liquid, w hich forms a gas a 
few seconds after exposure to the 
air. 
This gas creates a stench 
that would keep even the hungri­ 
est of carnivores away. In one 
case this liquid was collected and 
analysed in the laboratory, and 
found to be potassium cyanide! 
This is a deadly poison, even in 
so sm all a quantity, so there 
might be som e danger if a hum an 
ever devoured a Milliped. There 
is no record of this ever occur­ 
ring, but it is a possibility. 
When I was on bivouac along 
the A rkansas R iver outside of 
L ittle Rock several years ago, i 
captured a six-inch blue and yel­ 
low centipede, which I kept in 
a jar in order to show to some of 
the trainees in my platoon. Later 
I chanced upon a large gray- 
colored Milliped. 
Thinking the 
Centipede would 
welcome this 
fat morsel of food, 1 dropped it 
into the jar. The Centipede a t­ 
tacked, but im m ediately the Mil­ 
liped coiled up and began to ex ­ 
ude this brow nish fluid. 
The 
Centipede instantly dropped the 
attack, tried to escape, and w ithin 
a few m inutes w as dead! 
E vi­ 
dently this poison is particularly 
potent to such would-be adver- 
sariest This liquid is m anufac­ 
tu red 'w ith in the body in a series 
of 
w hat 
biologists 
call 
Stink 
Glands, situated throughout the 
length of the body and opening 
out along the sides near the spir­ 
acles. As has been pointed out, 
the effect of this liquid on Man 
is unknown. 
The digestive tract of the M il­ 
liped is a short unbranched tube. 
One would think it might be 
more com plicated since the diet 
of the anim al is strictly vegeta­ 
tion. However, it is as simple as 
tha* of the body-julce sucking 
Scorpion and Tarantula. The di­ 
gestion of plant food is aided by 
a pair of w hat appear to be “sali­ 
vary” glands, w hich open into 
the alim entary canal near the 
head. The h eart is located in the 
upper m id-portion of the body 
and is a long tube with side 
branches to each segment. The 
nervous system is quite similar, 
w ith nerve-centres or ganglia in 
each som ite to controle the legs. 
The reproductive organs of the 
Milliped extend alm ost the full 
length of the body beneath the 
digestive tract, and open ex tern ­ 
ally at the base of the second 
pair ot legs, near the head. This 
is quite d itferen t from the C enti­ 
pede, in w hich the genital open­ 
ings are n ear the tail. 
Before 
muting, 
the 
seminal 
fluid of the m ale is transferred 
to the legs of the seventh seg­ 
m ent, w hich are 
modified lor 
storage and called Pliailopods. In 
addition, 
som e 
species possess 
stndulating 
organs 
or 
suction 
pads to enable the male to secure 
a firm er hold on the female. 
These various m ale specializa­ 
tions are used in the classifica­ 
tion of the M illipeds. 
You ordinarily w ill not find 
Millipeds craw ling about aim less­ 
ly in the open. 
They are “at 
hom e” under large rocks or ro t­ 
ting logs, or in packed moist sand, 
and can be found commonly in 
such hide-outs in Palm Canyon 
and other local areas, as well as 
in your ow n garden. 
Like so 
m any desert dw ellers, millipeds 
are nocturnal. 
They w ander at 
night, leaving a maze of curious 
double-lines all over the ground. 
They seem to reuire more mois­ 
ture than do centipedes, and thus 
are not to be seen in the very 
dry stretches of the desert. 
A lthough the food of the M il­ 
liped usually consists of decaying 
vegetation, rarely w ill they attack 
living plants, and if this is the 
case in a garden, then they can 
be considered harm ful. However, 
the am ount of leaf-m aterial that 
would be thus devoured by these 
sluggish sm all creatures does not 
w arrant their wholesale slaughter 
and exterm ination. 
On a recent M useum field trip 
to M urray and A ndreas Canyons, 
som e, specimens w ere captured 
by young Shay and the author, 


and then a few days later, other 
millipeds w ere caught by Mr. 
Jaeger and the w riter in the In ­ 
dio M udhills northeast of town. 
All of these specimens w ere sent 
I to Dr. R. V. Cham berlain of the 
University of Utah, the authority 
on this group of animals. His let­ 
ter in reply to this, is quoted in 
part: 
‘ The m illipeds sent by you . . . 
appeared so interesting that I 
have exam ined 
them a t once. 
They prove to be two new species 
of the genus Onychelus which 
was based originally upon a spe­ 
cies also from the Colorado des­ 
ert. These two species bring the 
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num ber know n in the genus at 
present up to six. I have already 
described the new forms under 
the m anuscript nam es O. Sm ithi 
applied to the one from M urray 
Canyon and O. Jaegeri applied 
to the one from the Indio Mud- 
hills.”
